May it Pi.ease Your Grace, 

\Yr-, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland), 
submit to your Grace this our First Report. 

The Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act received the Royal 
assent on the 16th of August, 1878. Sec. 8 

It was provided by the Act that the Commissioners of Church 
Temporalities in Ireland should, out of the property accruing to 
the Commissi. n; rs under the Irish Church Act, 1SC9, when and 
as required by the Board, provide for the use of the Board, either 
in. cash or in securities or renteharges of an equivalent value, such 
amount not exceeding in the whole one million of pounds sterling 
as the Board should estimate to be required for the purposes of this 
Act; the annual income arising from the amount so provided to 
be applied in the promotion of secular education iu Ireland by 
lidding public examinations, by giving exhibitions, prizes, and Set. 5. 
certiticates, to candidates whose answering should entitle them to 
these distinctions, and by paying to managers of schools results 
fees for their students. 

On the is tli of Mai-ch, 1879, the Commissioners of Church .. 
Temporalities in Ireland handed over to the Board ten Deben- 
tures for £100,0011 each, guaranteed by the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, bearing interest at the rate of 3| per 
cent, per annum. 

On the 16th of December, 1878, a programme of the examina- See 
tions to be held in 1879 was published. Appended to the pro- A PP em,i * 
gramme were rules providing for the examination of girls, and A ' 
others relating to the mode of conducting the examinations. 

Early in 1S79, a list of examiners in the various subjects Examiner*, 
(to which a few additions were subsequently made) was pub-^ApP™'

Forms of Notices to be given by students intending to present 
themselves for examination were framed and issued early in April, 
and on the 1st of May it was ascertained that 4,268 students, 

3,471 boys and 797 girls, had announced their intention of pre- 
senting themselves for examination,

The notices, in which each student had given his address, were 
classified by localities, and by the 1 5th May the Board had pre- 
pared, submitted for your Grace’s approval, and published, a list 
of forty-three centres for the examination of boys, and thirteen 
for that of girls. 

When the centres were selected it became necessary to obtain 
halls of examination at each place. The Act had suggested 
town halls as the most eligible places ; but in many Irish 
towns there are no town halls, or those existing are unfit for 
examination purposes. The difficulty was met by the public 
spirit, the generosity, and the good feeling, shown alike by public 
bodies and by individuals in all localities. Where town halls, 
court-houses, or other public buildings, were suitable, they were 
placed at the disposal of the Board, either gratuitously, or for a 
sum barely sufficient to cover the expenses incurred in connexion 
with the examinations. The halls of colleges and schools in many 
cases were handed over by the owners and placed for the time 
under the exclusive control of the Commissioners and their officers. 
The Magee College, the Erasmus Smith’s Schools, the Endowed 
Schools, the Roman Catholic Colleges, all alike placed their halls 
at the disposal of the Board for the examination in common of 
students of all religious denominations ; and nothing could be 
more satisfactory than the harmony which prevailed, and the good 
feeling with which the head masters of the schools of different 
religions co-operated in arranging the local details. 

The examinations commenced on the 24th June, and occupied 
nine days, terminating on the 3rd July. They lasted about six 
hours each day. 

The number of students who actually presented themselves for 
examination was about 7 per cent, less than the number of those 
who had given notice, being 3,954, viz., 3,218 boys and 738 girls. 
Of those examined, the number who came up to the standard fixed 
by the rules in the schedule, as the lowest for obtaining payment of 
results fees,* was 2,327, viz., 1,845 boys and 482 girls, or nearly 60 
per cent, of those who presented themselves for examination. 

Sixty-seven sub-examiners were employed to conduct the 
examinations of the 3,218 boys, being an average of one sub- 
examiner to every forty-eight boys. Eighteen ladies were em- 
ployed to conduct the examination of the 736 girls, being an 
average of one to forty-one girls. 


* Results fees are payable for students who passed in at least two or more 
divisions; one of those divisions being, in the case, of hoys, Greek, Latin, English, 
or Mathematics ; and, in the case of girls, English, Modern Laiwua<'es or 
Mathematics. «... 

The Divisions were indicated in the schedule to the Act as follows : 

(1.) The ancient language, literature, and history of Greece. (2.) The 
ancient language, literature, and history of Rome, (3.) The language, liter- 
ature, and history of Great Britain and Ireland. (4.) The language, literature, 
and history of France, Germany, and Italy, together with the Celtic language 
and literature. (5.) Mathematics, including arithmetic and book-keeping. 
(6.) N atural sciences. (7.) Such other subject of secular education as the Board 
may from time to time prescribe. (Music and Drawing were prescribed br- 
ibe Board in this Division.)

The reports of the examiners show that, in many subjects, about 
20 percent, of the students who presented themselves were wholly 
unprepared and did not answer, or, in many cases, even attempt 
to answer, a single question. They manifestly entered only to 
see what the examination was like. These should be deducted 
from the numbers who really tried and failed, and this reduces 
the number of bond fide failures very considerably. 

As the educational condition of a country depends on that of 
all sections of its population, and this Act was passed to promote 
education without distinction of religion, it is satisfactory to note 
that the first examination has shown that good schools and suc- 
cessful students are not the peculiar possession of any religious 
denomination. Episcopalians, Roman Catholics, Methodists, and 
Presbyterians have shared alike in the honors and rewards of 
the examinations. 

The Act provided two classes of rewards for students : — Rewardi 
Exhibitions, medals and prizes in books. Students. 

The value of the exhibitions was fixed as follows : — £20 a Kxbibi- 
year for three years in the junior grade, £30 a year for two years tion*. 
in the middle grade, and £-50 a year for one year in the senior 
grade. The number of exhibitions in each grade was to be deter- 
mined by giving one for every ten students who passed in three 
divisions.* The number of exhibitions so determined was for the 
year 1879, in each grade for boys and girls, respectively, as

No medals were given in 1879, but in each grade three sets of Medals and 
prizes of different value were given to the students standing highest in 

among those who passed in three divisions and passed with 
merit in two of them ; each set consisting of a number of students 
equal to the number of exhibitions in that grade. 

The effect of the whole arrangement was that, in each grade, 
for every ten students who passed in three divisions there were 
given, one exhibition, one first class, one second class, and one third 
class prize. Forty per cent, of the students so classed received 
reward. 


Finance.

With regard to the first head, it is to be remarked that, while 
the income received is strictly the income of one year, the ex- 
penditure under this first head is that of fifteen months, and 
includes some items of outfit. 

The total expenditure amounted to £23,230 8s. Sd., leaving a 
balance of £9,971 8s. 8d. 

There is little doubt that the claims on the fund in future years 
will largely exceed those of this year, and will be sufficient to 
absorb the whole of the annual income; and it is highly probable 
that ultimately the fund may prove inadequate to cany out the 
intentions of the legislature.

Notes on the Programme. 

1. It is to he distinctly understood that the Text-Books mentioned 
within brackets in the Programme are not prescribed or even recom- 
mended : they are introduced simply for the purpose of indicating 
approximately the amount of matter in which the examination will 
be held. 

2. Knowledge of the prescribed authors, in the various languages, will 
be tested by questions in parsing, prosody, analysis, literature, history, 
and geography, naturally arising out of the text. In Greek, Latin, and 
Modem Languages, passages will be set for translation. 

3. The passages for translation at sight will be chosen of a style and 
character similar to those of the authors prescribed in the same Grade ; 
except in the senior Grade of the Modem Languages where this limita- 
tion will not be observed. 

4. The knowledge of Geography in each Grade of English, will be 
tested not only by questions, but also by an exercise in the filling up ol 
an outline map. 


Rules relating to the Examinations, in addition to the Rules 
in the Schedule to the Act. 

I. The Examinations for the year 1879 will commence in the month 
of June. 

II. The subjects of the Examinations will be those prescribed in the 
above Programme. 

III. Candidates may present themselves for examination in two or 
more Divisions ; one of which (in the case of boys) must be tbe First, 
Second, Third, or Fifth. They may not present themselves in less 
than two. 

TV. "When there are several Sections in the same Division, as in 
Divisions IV., V, VI., VII., Candidates may present themselves for 
examination in any one or more of such Sections, as they think fit. 

V. In each Examination Paper there will he a large proportion of 
comparatively easy questions to test the knowledge that may fairly be 
expected from the average class of students. These will be known as 
“ Pass Questions,” and they will not require a knowledge of the subjects 
marked “ optional ” in the Programme. But questions of a more diffi- 
cult nature will also be given to test the higher proficiency of advanced 
students. These will be known as “Extra Questions,” and will be 
marked with an asterisk in the Examination Paper. They will require 
a knowledge of the subjects marked “ optional ” in the Programme, as 
well as a more minute and thorough knowledge of the subjects not so 
marked. Every candidate will be at liberty to attempt the “ Extra 
Questions” or not, as he may think fit. The maximum number of marks 
assigned to each Division or Section will be divided between the “ Pass 
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Questions” and the ‘‘Extra Questions” in the proportion of 70 per 
cent, for the “ Pass Questions,” and 30 per cent, for the u Extra 
Questions.” 

To pass in any Section or Division it will be necessary and suffi- 
cient to obtain 30 per cent, of the maximum assigned to the “ Pass 
Questions” in that Section or Division, and to pass with merit, 40 per 
cent, of the total maximum assigned to the Section or Division. 

VI. To pass in any Division containing several Sections (save 
Division V.), it will be sufficient to pass in any one Section to which 
the maximum number of marks assigned is 500 or more, aud to pass 
with merit in the Division, it will be sufficient to pass with merit in 
such a Section. If the maximum number of marks assigned to a 
Section be less than 500, then to pass in the Division it will be necessary 
to pass in two such Sections ; and to pass with merit in the Division, it 
will be necessary and sufficient to pass with merit in one of these two 
Sections. 

VII. To pass in Division V. it will be necessary (in the case of boys) 
to pass in two Sections ; and to pass with merit in the Division it will 
be necessary and sufficient to pass with merit in one of these two 
Sections. 

VIII. The exhibitions will be given according to the aggregate total 
of marks obtained by the Candidates, estimated in the following manner : — 
First the marks obtained in each Division or Section will be diminished 
by 20 percent, of the maximum assigned to that Division or Section ; the 
remainder will then be added together and will constitute the aggregate 
total. 

IX. Subject to the following modifications the Act, and the Pules in 
the Schedule thereto, and these rules shall apply (and relate) to the 
education of girls. 

(1.) The examinations of girls shall be held apart from that of boys, 
but on the same days. 

(2.) Girls may present themselves for examination in two or more 
Divisions ; but one of these Divisions must be the Third, Fourth, 
or Fifth. 

(3.) Girls may pass in the Fifth Division by passing in Arithmetic 
alone, and may pass with merit in such Division by passing with merit 
in Arithmetic alone. 

X. There shall not be any competition between girls and boys for 
prizes or exhibitions. The number of prizes and exhibitions to be 
awarded in each year to girls shall be determined by assigning one prize 
or exhibition, according to the respective years, for every ten gii-ls in 
the aggregate who shall have passed in three Divisions for each such 
year; and in the same way the number of prizes and exhibitions to 
be awarded to boys shall be determined by assigning one prize or ex- 
hibition, according to the respective years, for every ten boys in the 
aggregate who shall have passed in three Divisions for such year.

The Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in pursuance and 
by virtue of the “ Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878 ” do 
hereby, and with the approval of His Graoe, John Winston, Dure of 
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Marlborough, Lord Lieutenant-Geueral and General Governor of I reland, 
make the following Rules for the purposes of the said Act : — 

1. Students intending to present themselves for examination shall, on or 
before the 30th of April, send to the Board notice of their intention, accom- 
panied by a certificate from a Registrar or Clergyman, or a statutable de- 
claration of the parent or guardian stating the date of their birth. They 
shall also specify the divisions or sections of the programme in which they 
propose to be examined. 

2. Students shall, on sending to the Board notice of their intention to 
present themselves for examination, remit a fee of 2s. 6c?. each. 

3. Students shall, before being admitted to examination, send to the 
Board a declaration signed by a parent, guardian, or teacher certifying 
under what teachers, and in what part of Ireland they have pursued their 
studies during the twelve months immediately preceding the examina- 
tion. 

4. Managers or masters of schools claiming Results Fees shall send to 
the Board, when making their claim, a declaration to the following effect : 

“ I declare that no pupil who has attended this school from the 
“ 15th of October last has been permitted to remain in attendance 
“ during the time of any religious instruction which the parents or 
“ guardians of such pupil have not sanctioned, and that the time 
“ for giving such religious instruction has been so fixed that no 
“pupil who did not remain in attendance was excluded directly or 
“ indirectly from the advantages of the Secular Education given in 
“ the school.” 

5. Managers or masters of schools claiming Results Fees shall certify 
to the Board that the students on account of whom they make their 
claim have attended their schools from the 15tli of October last, and shall 
also certify the number of attendances made by such Students from that 
date to the last day of the month immediately preceding the examina- 
tion. Not more than one attendance can be reckoned for each day. 

6. All the examinations under this Act shall be conducted in writing. 

7. No restrictions will be placed on Students presenting themselves a 
second time for examination in the same grade, if not disqualified by 
age ; but Results Fees will not he paid in respect of the same subjects a 
second time ; and if a Student, who has obtained an exhibition, present 
himself a second time in the same Grade he will be required, in order 
to retain his exhibition, to pass in at least five divisions, three of which 
shall be from among the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, or 5th, and to pass with 
merit in two of them. 

8. “ L’lnvasion,” by Erckmann-Chatrian, and “ Marco Visconti,” Chaps. 
I. — XII., by Tommaso Grossi, may be selected by Candidates as alter- 
natives intead of “Waterloo,” and “I Promessi Sposi,” Chaps. I. — X., 
which are found in the programme.
